To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council, 

Mr. Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

It  is  with  much  pleasure  that  I present  the  Annual 
Report  on  the  health  of  your  district  during  the  year  1 961  . 

During  the  year  the  health  of  your  district  has  been 
good.  There  were  no  infant  deaths  or  deaths  from  tuberculosis 
for  a third  consecutive  year  and  also  no  new  cases  of  tuber- 
culosis were  notified.  Fourteen  cases  of  measles  and  three  of 
whooping  cough  were  notified,  but  all  these  cases  were  relat- 
ively mild  and  no  serious  complications  were  reported. 

Water  Supply 

There  was  less  interruption  of  the  supply  of  water 
this  year.  It  is  hoped  that  a permanent  solution  of  this 
problem  is  in  sight. 

Housing 


During  the  year  the  new  council  houses  were  occupied 
and  this  has  solved  the  worst  of  the  housing  problems.  There 
is  still  a need  for  further  housing  accommodation  for  the  el 

der ly. 


Again  I would  like  to  emphasise  how  important  a part 
the  Public  Health  Inspector  plays  in  the  maintenance  of  the 
conditions  suitable  for  healthy  living.  Much  work  has  been 
done  to  implement  the  recommendations  made  under  the  Food 
and  Hygiene  regulations  and  conditions  have  improved. 

I would  also  like  to  take  this  opportunitjr  to  iJjank 
the  members  of  the  Council  and  its  officers  for  their  contin- 
ued courtesy  and  co-operation  and  to  include  in  this  my  thanks 
to  my  clerk,  Mr s.V.K. Hughes , for  all  her  help.

TUBERCULOSIS 

There  were  no  deaths  from  tuberculosis  this  year  and 
no  new  cases  were  notified. 


PREVENTION  OF  TUBERCULOSIS 

B.  C. G. Vaccination  B.C.G.  Vaccination  of  contacts  and 

school  leavers  continues  to  be 

carried  out  in  the  district.  During  1 961 , 35  school  leavers, 
(i.e. pupils  aged  13  years  and  over), were  skin  tested  and  of 
these  32  required  vaccination.  The  Chest  Physician,  Dr. Llew- 
elyn Davies,  also  vaccinates  contacts  at  the  Chest  Clinic. 


MASS  RADIOGRAPHY 

The  Mobile  Unit  of  the  Mass  Radiography  Service  car- 
ried out  a special  survey  of  the  general  population  at  Nar- 
berth  on  November  the  2nd  and  3rd  f.iis  year  and  1 71  people 
took  advantage  of  this  service.  T:  s results  are  as  follows:-

Local  Health  Services 

Vaccination  Records  were  received  during  the  year  of 

13  primary  vaccinations  against  smallpox. 

Immunisation  Records  were  received  during  the  year  of 

14  diphtheria  immunisations  and  3 re- 
inforcing injections,  and  also  of  14  im- 
munisations against  whooping  cough. 

Both  vaccination  against  smallpox  and  immunisation  ag- 
ainst diphtheria  and  whooping  cough  are  carried  out  at  the 
clinic  and  by  the  local  practitioners,  who  are  paid  by  the 
County  Council  on  receipt  by  your  Medical  Officer  of  the  record 
cards. 


VACCINATION  AGAINST  POLIOHYEL IT IS 

During  the  early  part  of  the  year,  the  fourth  injection 
was  givon  to  school  children  between  the  ages  of  five  and  twelv 
years.  As  the  use  of  oral  vaccine  proved  so  satisfactory  in  the 
Hull  epidemic,  the  Ministry  of  Health  reduced  and  finally  stop- 
ped supplying  the  Salk  vaccine  to  Local  Authorities  while  fur- 
ther work  was  being  carried  out  on  oral  vaccine  for  general  use
